“The Tyeoon and his Governmont had infor-
mation of the \utentlon of the fordiga represen-
tatives to vist Osaka, On tho arrival of the fleat
the Tyeoon wak a: Kioto swiiting the final orders
of the M'kado reapecting Nugato, On the very
day on wheh the foreigo ships dropped anchor
off Hiogo ke 1eceived o een baore ( war dress)
and n talohd (war sward),

Yo torelgn niniet s al once sent officers to
Oeake 10 Inke 1o the Goyojio letlars, in which
was stated requliements of the lrcnky POWETH,
viz, i—

“1. The ratificat'on of treaties by the Mikado,

"2, The opening of Hiowo.

"3, The revision of the tarif.

‘““I'wo or three days atterwards the mambers
of the Gorojio cawe themselves to  Hiogo, and
bad an interview with onr ministers, After
relatng what hal been done te nducy the
Mikudo to smaction the trenties, aiter having
repeatedly asserted thet without this sanction
the executlon ol the treaties was almost lmpos.
sible, they added the declurstion that the ques-
tion was a very dangerous one, on sccount of
the  Bostile  leelings enteriained by many
towards foreigners, Al tae close of a very long
conlerence, the Goro)io Proml'u:d to add their
exertions to those of the I'yeoon, and l_lrurt' no
trouble to obtan this saucion, which, ghey
#iad, was ‘a8 necesaary to tne Tycoon ‘himdoll as
to the loreigeers.’ i

“Accordiugly, the following day hich oMcials
were sent to Kiote; nnd meanwhilelne odicers ol
the various legavions were st work at Dsakn,
busily employed in explamniog and ilpsaanos
the lonteptions and fixed resolations ot the repre
BEnInLIves.

COur ministers eonsidered that a prompt snd
energetio diplomatic action was reguisite to
eNect the desired end, The Gorelio called wgain,
ang agreed wi'h the mioisters that the utmost
ellert. ot 1the Tveoon and his Goverument were
indispensnble, nnd thut no time should be lost
in discnssing the matter with thie conncil of the
Mikndo. Ten daye were then given for s (oul
reply.

GREAT EXCITEMENT AMOFG TIIE JAPANEER,

*iWhillst these negotiaiions were golng on at
Osakn, Kiolo was in an indescribable state,
Eunssaries of Daymios ru-hed in to eounter-order
the departure of the Tyeoon, Ronins made nor-
rible threuts againest the Life ol the T'ycoon, and
even ol the Mikada himself,

“The Mikado begged that the men-of-war
ghould be removed at once, aud declared he
would not sunction the Lreaties. He then or-
dered the removal of Abe Boungo-ne Kiaml and
Myt zni Idzum-lono Kami from the Gorojlo, and
fovk trom them their utle of Kami,

“These two Dannios were ordered at once fo
retive to their dominions, and to express their
regret for the invor they had shown to the toreign
GAURE,

“The Tyveoon and his Government were stupe-
fied ar this unexampled audacity of Kioto: they
thoueht that ffom guch an act to the deposition
of the Tycoon by the Mikado the distance was
small,

“Osakn and Kioto were in a etate of revolu-
tion. The turelgn represontatives were informed
ol all these changes, but they became more de-
termined Than ever, encouraged by the Tyeoon
and his minfsters,

THE TYCOON.

“A jetter, which we hope we shall be permit-
ted 1o publigh in a tew dasve, was sent to the
Mikado. In this letter the Tyeoon offered to
retire, nnd begged that the Tycoonate might fall
fnto the bands of Stots-bashi, and the command
of the army be entrusted to his relatives, the
Daimios of Owari and Kichon, In order to prove
to the Mikado and bis court that he was 1 ear-
nest, he ordered the eight Japanese steamers at
pochor belore Hiogo to move at once 10 Osaka,
to be ready to convey ham to Yeddo,

“Huappily, this latter was wtopped, and the
Tycoon wae Lo 1d that it was a shame tor himself,
and a dlsgrace to hig aucestors, to abdicate, when
he was at the head of an army numbering three
hundred thovsand wen—aod to yleld to a mscra-
ble mmetion, tyrannizing over the Mikado and his
counci,

“Anelher most remarkable document, which
we shall probubly be hereafter authorized to
mublish, was at onee prepared and despatched to

(loto, In this masterpiece of Japanese litera-
ture the Tycoon entrents the Mikado 1o give his
ganction—and to support his diplomatio note, he
moved with thirty-lour thousand of bis best
troops to Foushimi, about elght miles from
Kioto. There be sent tor some membes of the
Mkudo's council, but the reply was that the
emissaries of the hostile Daimios and the Roniny
were fo such o riage, that It was vosale 10r them
to undertake the journey, The Mikado, indeed,
gave the Tycoon to understand that his presence
wus necessary Lo protect his own sacred person,

“The Tyeoon at once proceeded to Kioto,
with two thoussud troops, ordered some
Daimios, officers, apparently Iiouhu. nod in the
cmploy of high members ot the Mikado’s coua-
cil, 10 be apprehended, and assembled all toe
representatives of the Daimios actumly at
Kioto,

‘“The oxciloment was great, the crisia fear-
ful, The officers of the legatons sent to
Osuka, on o specinl mission, met only the stern
and sorrowful faces of the Tycoon's followers, all
more or less ready to perform the hari-kiri,
should the Tycoon be compelled to retive, This
paintul excitement lnsted three days. The re-

resentatives of the four powets, almost hourly

nformed of the state of affairs, were during all
this time busily engaged day and nmight,

“The Japanese fleet was now ordered to leave
Hiogo and Osakn, aud take reluge iu the Bay of
Youra.

“The crisis was hourly approachiog. The
member of Goroglo Ogesiwara ki no Keml
throughout the whole of the nigal o1 the 23d of
November Jiscussed with thirty-six depunes of
the Daimios the question of the sancltion of the
treaties. He succeeded in porsuanding them; but
there were invisible enemles round the Mikado,
#nd he himself feared for his Tile,

THE MIEADO FOROED TO YIELD.

“Al lust all th: mombers of the Uorofio. the
great Matskis and high oflicials of the Tyeoon,
with Btois-bashi at their head, called on the
Mikado, and prostrated themeelves at his Mas-
jesty's teet. The Mikado was moved; but mes
suges containing tureals were brought in ever
minute, and the Bacred Hmperor was still hesi.
tating when all the high oficers declured they
wou.d die st once should they not obtaln what
they hnd been sent for, Btols.bashi went so far
a8 (o tuke hold of the Mikado, respectfully
swearivg that kg woald not loosen his hold until

f+ Majesty sanctioned the treaties. Fiually,
Knambuka, {he first officer of the Midako, was
directed to i)rin.g him the beok or the irrevocanle
willy, and the :anction was piven,

“The chapge was instantaneous, Where oll
wos lear and distrust, confidence and regolation
became iriumpha ., All congratulaled each
other on the ismsue of their patient labors; all
expres-ed the sirongest confidence i lhe futnre,
and they could weil any, with the utmost trath,
‘We have accomplished a good and great work [?
